Death of Confederate Veteran Reveals 
His Claim to Crown

Spain. 


Travelers tell us th at mauy oriental 
countries are content to let dogs be 
their scavengers and do the work of 
garbage cans aud carts. 
We have long been content to let 
flies finish up after our street cleaners 
and careless stablemen and to infect

His feet are constantly becoming ball­ 
ed up with the contaminating matter 
which he has traversed, and he fre­ 
quently stops on our food or dishes to 
clear his feet. 
This mechanical transfer is a slight 
matter In comparison with the matter 
excreted—flyspecks. The flies are born 
in filth too disgusting ho describe. 
Probably ninety-five out of a hundred 
flies walking over our food were hatch­ 
ed in the tilth of the stable or cess­ 
pool. _ Bulletin of Health Education 
League.

It wras because th a sentence, “Dy­ 
ing, thou shalt die,” was pronounced 
against Father Adam that the death 
of Jesus was a ransom price sufficient 
c secure the sinner’s release—and 
the release from death by a resurrec­ 
tion of all of Adam’s posterity who 
shared the results of his sentence. 
Thus we see the force of the Scrip­ 
tural declaration that “as by a man
